There is a pretty bit of history in 
the name of that vehicle, the fiacre. St 
Fiacre was an Irishman of noble birth, 
who went over to France in the sev­ 
enth century and lived as a hermit iii 
a forest near Means. 
His popularity 
became very great iii the France of 
later centuries. When Sauvage started 
public hackney coaches in Paris in 
1040 he found the most convenient 
center for them to be an inn in the 
Rue St. Martin, named Hotel St. Fiacre 
and adorned with an image of the 
saint; hence “fiacre.”
